Meeting Objective:  To discuss next steps in the development of the Statewide Strategy Scorecard, discuss first 
draft of wildlife principles document, plan May PJ meeting, discuss next steps in land use paper publication, and 
review 2008 work plan and calendar.

2) Approval of the Minutes from March 13, 2008 – approved minutes  
 

3) Discussion regarding Statewide Strategy Scorecard ~ Glen Buettner and Ethan Aumack 
 

The metrics have been developed by a small group.  The questions and information that were collected are 
being revisited.  All comments and questions from previous meeting are being defined for scorecard.  The 
group will meet at least a couple times before the next Forest Health meeting.  The Council agreed to aim for 
having data available by April 2009.  It would be ideal to have a draft by the end of calendar year for 
legislature review.    
 

4) Discussion regarding wildlife principles document ~ Steve Rosenstock 
 
Ethan discussed that the first draft of the document would be reviewed between now and the coming 
meeting.  Final draft will be approved by May’s meeting with any additional comments.  Once the draft is 
approved and final it can be posted onto the Forest Health website.  The document should not be longer than 
two pages.  Additional considerations to be folded into the document include climate change, wide-ranging 
species considerations (connectivity, corridors, etc.), and land use planning.  Steve Rosenstock will 
incorporate comments, aiming to complete the document for approval by the Council by May or June. 

 
5) Discussion regarding May pinyon-juniper meeting ~ Steve Gatewood   

Meeting can be scheduled for June or July in Flagstaff.  Steve will describe the agenda at the May meeting.  
 
6) Discussion regarding land use paper publication and next steps ~ Don Falk 

The purpose is to examine landscape and fire.  The document would be out before the fire season.  Don is 
requesting images of Arizona landscapes that have been affected from the fires.  Don F. will be presenting to 
the County Supervisors Association upon completion of the document.    

 
7) Review Forest Health Council 2008 work plan and calendar ~ Ethan Aumack  

Ethan lined out goals in regards to the following topics.
